BOBBINGTON 


Bobbington [Seisdon] (St Mary) was a dependent parochial chapelry perhaps in the patronage of 
the parochial curate of Kinver then Jonathan Newey ?1637-1716. He may have presented John 
Toye e1622-.... who was licensed parochial curate here before 31 Oct 1662. The parish of one 
township was a simple parochial constablewick.

BOBBINGTON CHAPEL 


Not mentioned in the 1563 return or in any of the subsequent returns for the county or 
archdeaconry of Stafford as it lies partly in Shropshire and was formerly in Hereford diocese. 
Reported in 1553 to be a chapel in Kinver parish, endowed with a house & garden worth 6/0 p.a. in 
the holding of Wm Merche. The chapel was then partly covered with lead and within it there were 
3 bells, 1 chalice & 1 suite of ornaments

John Toye (Parochial Curate of Bobbington, Staffs) e1622-.... 

Toye was born (perhaps) about 1622 of unknown parentage. Probably as a literate he was 
(presumably) anglicanly ordained deacon and priest before he was appointed parochial curate of 
Bobbington. Here he subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 31 Oct 1662. In 1665 he certified the 
hearth tax for Bobbington constablewick but was not assessed there. [NOTE: Toye, whose given 
name might have been Jonathan, was likely a son or kinsman of William Toye of Enville, Staffs 
yeoman c1580-1650 who mentions a son John in his will. He may have lived with either Samuel 
Toye or Humphrey Toye who were assessed for the 1665 hearth tax at Enville.]
